WHERE ARE THOSE DUCKS? 
The most novel aspect of the Sierra Club . 
knapsack trip in the Sequoia~Kings Canyon 
primitive area was "duckhunting''--we never 
passed up an opportunity to follow the 
"ducks"! Any fool can put up a duck, and 
on one occasion (Martha Lake.) we looked - 
awfully foolish, The 22 Sierra Club knap~ 
sackers who followed Captain McKenzie and 
Bill Bade those two weeks will tell you we 
never followed a trail when we could 
strike out cross-country. That meant 
travelling with full packs at elevations. 
mostly above 10,000'=—in other words, a 
lot of talus-hopping.: ; 

The trip encompassed the aroa of ‘the 
Sierra crest known as the "magic circle", 
and without doubt it includes the most 
rugged, awesome and beautiful scenery to 
be found. 

Starting from South Lake, we swung over 
Bishop Pass und Knapsack Pass, following 
ducks into Palisade Basin. A few days 
layover for climbs of North Palisade and 
an unnamed 3B ,950! peak southwest of Sill. 

Then the ery rang out, round and round 
the granite glacial basin where we were 
comfortably caiped at 11,500', "Let's get 
out of this firetrapi". Oxf we pushed, 
follciwing the ducks cross-country, until 
they gave out in the middle of a cliff 
overlooking Middle Palisade Lower Lake, 
Undaunted, we scrambled down t* camp at 
the lake on the John Muir Trail itself! _ 
Thence we followed the Trail to camp just 
below Muir Pass. 

By then the group was in the groove-— 
well acclimated and tougnened by cross=- 
country jaunts, Work crews organized 
smoothly, and the cullinary geniuses turned 
dehydrated foods into delectable. dishes. 
Our cross-country route over Goddard Di- 
vide was described as "Hell-for—Sure Pass 
No. 2", Our destination was Martha Lake, 
but we'll never know where we got hung up 
--except that it wasn't Martha Lake! We 
had crossed Goddard Divide over an un- 
named }° byQ00-foot pesk, with a thunder- 
storm brea King overiead, A fast descent 
down talus the cthor side of the peak, a 
long "contow'! arouxi four cirque lakes, 
and we ended at nigeite Li. in a high moun=' 
tain meadow!

‘The 
next morning a’ half-day's cross=country 
hike (again we crossed Goddard Divide) - 
brought us finally to Martha Lake. es
